REETEL A, FOLLOWING INFORMATION (KEYED TO PARA 2B, REF A): 

A) SOVIETS AGREE TO US SUGGESTION OF 21-31 MARCH. 

B) SOVIET DELEGATION INCLUDES: N.B. GRADOVA, A. N. GRIGORYAN, V. A. 
YEROMIN, V.K. YEROSHIN, AND V.V. LALOV. 

C) ALL FIVE SOVIETS WILL SPEAK. 

D) TITLES, ABSTRACTS, AND TEXTS WILL BE PROVIDED TO EMBASSY IN ABOUT 
ONE WEEK (EMBASSY WILL POUCH AND CABLE REGISTRY NUMBERS). 

E) CHAIRPERSONS WILL BE DESIGNATED WHEN PAPERS PROVIDED. 

2. KOTOV SAID THAT TELEGRAM TO THIS EFFECT HAS BEEN SENT WANG. 
EMBOFF POINTED OUT WANG'S REQUEST FOR INFORMATION THROUGH EMBASSY 
(REF A) AND EXPLAINED THAT THIS IS IN EFFORT TO AVOID DELAYS AND 
POSTPONEMENTS ARISING FROM INTERNATIONAL MAILS AND MISSED 
COORDINATION (KATOV'S ORIGINAL STATEMENT WAS THAT HE WOULD MAIL
